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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1 971 . 

The  population  of  the  Town  continues  to  rise  and  it  is  now 
estimated  to  stand  at  10,650.  The  number  of  births  is  approximately 
the  same  but  there  has  been  a considerable  fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  average  age  of  the 
population  is  falling. 

The  Council  has  been  mindful  of  the  increase  in  population  in 
the  very  considerable  re-organisation  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  services  and  I am  pleased  to  note  the 
remarks  made  on  this  subject  by  Mr.  Jamieson  indicating  the  high 
efficiency  of  the  refuse  service.  It  is  also  regrettable  that  due  to 
factors  well  beyond  his  control  the  completion  of  the  sewage  disposal 
works  is  delayed  and  giving  rise  to  anxiety. 

As  far  as  the  Clinic  services  are  concerned  it  will  be  noticed 
that  there  is  increasing  activity  which  is  on  3 again  a reflection  of 
the  population  rise.  Apart  from  a considerable  number  of  cases  of 
measles  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  I 
have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  that  measles  is  one  of  the  diseases 
that  can  be  entirely  eliminated  if  every  mother  would  take  advantage  of 
the  immunisations  available  either  at  the  Clinic  or  from  their  own  Doctor. 
It  was  nc'  cd  too  that  a high  number  of  these  cases  are  occurring  in 
school  children  particularly  at  first  entry  which  is  very  unfortunate. 

I must  now  once  again  refer  to  the  problem  of  smoking  and 
health.  Premature  deaths  and  disabling  illness  caused  by  cigarette 
smoking  have  nationally  now  reached  epidemic  proportions. 

The  association  between  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung 
was  first  worked  out  statistically  in  1951  by  Bradford  Hill  and  Doll. 
Following  this  report  extensive  investigation  was  undertaken  by 
Clinicians  and  in  1 962  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  issued 
their  first  report. 

This  fully  confirmed  the  previous  statistical  findings  and  in 
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addition  it  became  evident  that  heavy  cigarette  smoking  increased 
seriously  the  incidence  of  other  diseases.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  following  incontrovertible  facts  lend  massive  support  to  the 
argument  against  heavy  cigarette  smoking  : 

1 ) 20,000  deaths  of  men  between  the  ages  of  35  and  64  are 

caused  by  cigarette  smoking,  mainly  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  coronary  thrombosis. 

2)  2 out  of  every  5 heavy  cigarette  smokers  die  before  65  1, 

as  compared  with  1 out  of  5 non-smokers. 

3)  At  the  age  35  an  average  cigarette  smoker  (l5  to  20 

cigarettes  a day)  is  likely  to  lose  on  an  average 
5t  years  of  his  life. 

4)  Those  who  discontinue  smoking  run  steadily  diminishing 

risks  and  after  10  years  reach  the' same  state  of  risk 
as  a non-smoker. 

5)  Cigarette  smokers  are  much  less  likely  to  enjoy  retirement. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the  first  reports  of  the 
dangers  of  smoking  were  received  by  the  medical  profession,  Doctors 
themselves  have  generally  given  up  cigarette  smoking  and  it  is  now 
very  clear  that  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung  in  Doctors  has 
decreased  very  considerably. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Robert 
Heap  who  retired  from  the  position  of  Clerk  to  the  Council  before 
this  report  was  printed.  He  was  always  most  helpful  and  a colleague 
with  whom  it  was  an  honour  and  pleasure  to  work.  I am  sure  his 
successor,  Mr.  Wright,  will  gain  enormously  from  the  standards  laid 
down  by  Mr.  Heap. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  both  Mr.  Jamieson  and  Mr.  Mellor 
once  again  for  their  assistance  to  me  and  for  their  help  in  the 
preparation  of  this  Report.

voluntary  liquidation  during  May,  1971  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Day  Green  is  still  not  completed.

The  Authority  in  an  effort  to  expedite  completion  of  the  works 
accepted  a negotiated  price  by  their  Consultants  with  a new  Contractor, 
but  even  although  this  has  been  expeditiously  carried  out  it  nevertheless 
caused  almost  a 12  month  delay  in  completion,  and  it  is  now  anticipated 


that  the  new  works  will  come  into  operation  at  the  end  of  June  1972. 

Unfortunately,  this  is  j ing  the  Authority  in  a very 
invidious  position  insofar  that  due  to  Planning  Permission  given  in 
outline  for  certain  areas  of  land  to  be  developed,  continuous 
building  has  taken  place  aggravating  the  already  serious  overloading 
of  the  two  existing  works  at  Longview  and  Hassall  Road. 

R e f p a e _ Col 1 ec tl r n an d Disposal 

A further  76  houses  were  erected  and  occupied  during  the 
year  but  due  to  the  success  of  the  work  study  investigation  on  refuse 
collection  we  have  now  achieved  a 5 day  collection. 

This  is  a vast  improvement  and  is  of  great  service  to  the 
residents  as  now  they  are  aware  that  their  refuse  will  be  collected 
on  the  same  day,  same  hour  and  almost  to  the  same  minute  each  week. 

This  has  been  accomplished  by  : 
i.  re-routing. 

ii*  taking  away  one  employee, 
iii 3 cancellation  of  all  overtime. 

The  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  November,  1971  and  the 
Council,  employees  and  residents  are  delighted  with  the  new  improved 
service.  Together  with  this  improvement  there  has  also  been  a saving

''^c*  in  operation  has  saved  an  additional  £152-00. 

In  respect  of  disposal  of  refuse,  as  reported  last  year  the 
Tollemache  Pulverisation  Hammer  Mill  is  in  operation,  and  as  we  have 
now  accumulated  sufficient  matured  pulverised  refuse  for  covering 
purposes,  instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Manager  that  in  future  the 
recommendations  of  the  working  party  who  reported  on  refuse  disposal  in  1970 
will  be  carried  out  by  this  Authority. 

Together  with  our  own  refuse  we  are  now  treating  refuse  from 
Sandbach  Urban  District  Council  and  a section  of  Congleton  Rural  District 
Council's  area,  and  the  agreement  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

Food  and  Drugs 

During  this  period  173  visits  have  been  made  to  food  premises 
and  there  appears  to  be  a reasonable  standard  of  f ood  hygiene  observed 
by  the  Traders. 

During  this  year  1105  lbs  of  various  foods  have  been  condemned.
